Latest development is the release by the committee of portions of testimony in- 
cluding documents described by witnesses as Communist front enterprise activities 
by the ten officers or directors of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) having the greatest number of such incidents. 

At the hearings in Baton Rouge, NAACP observers and sympathizers were 
visibly shaken as the individual records were introduced in evidence.

Psychologist Has 
Warning Against 
Mixed Education 


Brands Integration As 
Threat To The Entire 
Population of Schools 


BALTIMORE — A psychologist 
from Villanova University recently as- 
sailed racial integration as a threat 
to the average educational level of 
the entire school population. . 


Dr. F. C. J. McGurk, associate pro- 
fessor at Villanova, said his extensive 
studies showed “no evidence that. 
further manipulation of Negro-white 
relationships” would alter the relative 
learning abilities of the races. 


He said his conclusions were based 
on six statistical studies of relative 
scores of Negro and white students 
on psychological tests, all taken be- 
tween 1937 and 1950. 


He spoke at a Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity seminar on controversial issues: 
in education. 


Dr. McGurk wrote a series of ar- 
ticles in a national magazine (U. S. 
News and World Report) last year on

A new, condensed and 


updated edition by Dr. Arnold Rose, | 
one of the collaborators on the origi- | 


nal project, has recently appeared. 

One passage, however, evidently 
escaped Dr. Rose’s notice in going 
over the book for his new edition. 

Of segregation in the Army, Dr. 
Rose writes: 

“The majority of white soldiers 
wanted segregation, but, besides being 
an affront to Negroes, the armed serv- 
ices often found it extremely difficult 
to maintain. During the last months of 


the war in Europe, when the need for | 


combat troops was great and there 
were no Negro combat units to which 
newly trained Negro combat soldiers 
could be attached, the Army experi- 
mented with putting Negro platoons 
in otherwise white companies, with 
white officers and even white non- 
coms. The experiment was successful, 
in terms of the praise received from 
the white leaders and other white 
soldiers in the mixed companies.” 

From this it appears that Dr. Rose 
has never heard of Mark W. Clark, 
eneral USA, retired, and now presi- 
lent of The Citadel, or of the World 
War II Ninety-second Division. 

Gen. Clarks blast at the integra- 
tionists last May brought head-wag- 
gings from those who had served in 
Italy during the war. 


WOULD PULLOUT 

“The Ninety-second Division was 
in line of battle next to the Statue 
cf Liberty boys,” one observer said, 
referring to the 442nd Regimental 
Combat team of Nisei and Hawaiians 
who hung up one of the great com- 
bat sone ® of World War II. “Time 
and again they would pull out, leav- 
ing the flank of the 442nd exposed. 
When that happened, the patrols of 
the 442nd would go out looking not 
for Germans and Italians, but troops 
from the Ninety-second Division.”

sible excuse as a cover-up (“.. . 
per cent illiteracy . . . those Southern 
schools, you know . . . no clear idea 
what they were fighting for . . .”). 
Sovelliaiees the fact remains that the 
combat record of the Ninety-Second 
was sad. 

So was that of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry in Korea. The Saturday 
Evening Post published a report on 
this regiment in its issue of June 16, 
1951. During daylight hours the 
regiment fought reasonably well. 
When attacked at night it was almost 
certain to break. North Korean pris- 
oners said this fact was so well known 
that their forces attacked the Twenty- 
fourth when in need of ,weapons. 

In one period, when sister regi- 
ments were drawing 100 and 270 
rifles respectively, the Twenty-fourth 
needed 956 replacements for weapons 
lost in pell-mell “bugout” retreats.

When Gen. Clark went on record 
with his opinion of integration in the 
Army, U. S. News & World Report 
circulated a questionnaire among ob- 
servers who had seen the plan in op- 
eration. 

Some condemned it outright. Oth- 
ers said the mixed troops functioned 
“about as well” as the segregated 
Army. Few stated unequivocally that 
the Army’s efficiency was improved 
thereby. 

The end of segregation in the Army 
was a massive propaganda victory for 
the NAACP. But the time may be 
approaching when it is necessary to 


choose between placating the NAACP | “Techniques of Communist Subver-'regation a job f 


and saving the Republic.

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A Significant Decision 


(AN EDITORIAL) 

The Wisconsin Supreme Court has ruled that Negroes have no legal 
redress if they are barred from union membership because of their color. 
This ruling is, of course, heresy pure and simple to the U. S. Supreme Court. 

Perhaps it is coincidence, perhaps not, but Wisconsin was the most 
aggressive of the Northern states that invoked the Doctrine of Interposition 
against the United States Supreme Court. 

It will be recalled that Congress in 1850 enacted the Fugitive Slave 
Law, and the Supreme Court followed this with the Dred Scott decision 
in 1857 upholding slavery as a practice reserved to the States to regulate. 

As editor Jack Kilpatrick writes in the Richmond News Leader, “The 
abolition movement was especially strong in Wisconsin; and when a 
United States marshall at Racine attempted to arrest and return a fugitive 
slave named Joshua Glover, a mob of irate citizens, led by a Milwaukee 
editor named Sherman B. Booth, broke into a jail, rescued Glover, and 
prevented his return. Booth was arrested for violation of the Federal act, 
but the Wisconsin State Supreme Court intervened with a writ of habeas 
corpus, and for a period of several years—until the onset of war—the 
Wisconsin court waged a defiant battle with the United States Supreme 
Court.” 

The Wisconsin court was supported by the Wisconsin Legislature, 
which declared in no uncertain terms: “Resolved, that this assumption of 
jurisdiction by the Federal judiciary in the said case, and without process, 
is an act of undelegated power, and therefore without authority, void and 
of no force.” 

Is the Wisconsin court today again moving toward the assertion of the

sovereignty of the state? It would appear so.
